One Bargain At Least 

Anyone who was trying to make ends meet in 194.L 
knows very well that the cost of living has gone up a 
great deal. Especially those who have to live on savings 
of one form or another. While wage earners generally 
are better off than they were 25 years ago, pensioners 
and others in similar circumstances are living off dollars 
worth 45 cents, the result of a 120 per cent rise in the 
cost of living during that period. 

For a few examples, potatoes have risen 241 p 
cent. A man’s shoes 220 per cent. A loaf of bread 175 per 
cent. Among those items that haven’t quite matched the 
general cost of living rise, butter still has gone up 100 
per cent, eggs 54 per cent, and so on.
